LUDLOW — The Ludlow Fire Depart- 
ment Ambulance Service has mailed out the 
2021 ambulance subscription forms to all 
households. 

All households should be receiving 
them by Oct. 21 and residents who did not 
receive a form in the mail may obtain one 
on the Town of Ludlow’s website at ludlow. 
ma.us/home.htm, or by calling the Ludlow 
Fire Department and requesting one. 

In the very near future, you will be able 
to pay for your subscriptions on the Town 
of Ludlow website. You should get an up- 
date when that is available. If you are 
dropping off a payment be sure to leave it 
in one of the secure drop boxes located ei- 
ther outside the Fire Dispatch area (on the 
Center Street side), or inside the Main ves- 
tibule of the Public Safety Complex (on the 
Chapin Street side). 

The 2020 subscriptions expire on Dec. 
31, 2020; to ensure continued coverage 
under this program, anyone who is a cur- 
rent subscriber and has not yet sent in 
their 2020 subscription should do so be- 
fore Dec. 31 in order to participate for the 
entire year. The Ludlow Fire Department 
encourages and welcome new members to 
participate.

much during his formative years, he said. 

Entering law enforcement is some- 
thing Roach said he wanted to do since he 
was in his early 20s. He may have realized 
his calling for law enforcement later in 
life than most of his peers, but to Roach, it 
was better late than never. 

“Definitely being older, joining now 
has definitely been a slight challenge, but 
it’s worth it,’ Roach said. 

“The selflessness of law enforcement 
has always intrigued me. No matter what 
is thrown out, they (police officers and 
first responders) rise to the challenge and 
don’t ask for anything in return.” 

Roach credits his father, Joseph Roach 
and his uncle, Bill Roach, who were both 
police officers in South Hadley, for inspir- 
ing him to pursue a law enforcement ca- 
Teer: 

Before applying for the position, 
Roach earned an associates degree in 
criminal justice from the University of 
Phoenix in 2010 before serving as a cor- 
rections officer at the Connecticut State 
House of Correction, and working at the 
U.S. Air National Guard’s base in East 
Granby, Conn., among other related posi- 
tions. 

Working as a CO was particularly piv- 
otal, Roach said, partly because it was a 
“very stressful” environment. 

“You gain a lot of patience and the 
ability to talk to people in dire circum- 
stance,” working in corrections, Roach 
said. “My interpersonal communication 


remain at $40 per household and will cov- 
er any balance that an insurance compa- 
ny does not pay for emergency ambulance 
services provided by the Ludlow Fire De- 
partment Ambulance Service or the entire 
ambulance bill if there is no insurance for 
Ludlow residents enrolled in the program. 
All residents living in the same household 
are covered under one subscription pay- 
ment. 

Income from the program is used to 
purchase necessary supplies or equipment 
for the Ludlow Ambulance Service. The 
$40 donation may be used as a tax deduc- 
tion. 

Increasingly, health insurance providers 
are instituting co-pays or large annual de- 
ductibles for medical services. Participa- 
tion in the ambulance subscription program 
will ensure that the subscriber or other resi- 
dents at that address will not be responsible 
for unpaid ambulance balances. In view 
of the fact that the department’s ambulance 
billing fees have increased this year, this is 
a program that you may want to consider 
participating in if you do not already sub- 
scribe.

definitely got better.” 

Since passing his civil service test and 
being interviewed by the town’s board of 
selectmen, Roach was hired about a year 
ago. He finished his field training on Oct. 
10 and is currently taking on patrolling re- 
sponsibilities. 

“T’ve been tasked with patrolling at 
night and am just continuing to learn the 
job at this poimt and take any training 
that’s available,’ Roach said. 

“The first year is a probationary peri- 
od, which is to focus on job proficiency,” 
he explained. 

Going forward, Roach said he is look- 
ing forward to continuing his education 
and training, including bicycle patrolling 
classes, to enhance his policing skills. 
He also said he would like to join a po- 
lice tactical support group “at some point 
down the road.” 

For now, he’s focusing on being the 
best town patrolman he can be. 

“The main thing for me right now, at 
least for the first couple of years, is just 
to become proficient at the baseline func- 
tions of patrolling,’ Roach said. “I don’t 
want to bite off too much. At the same 
time, I’m enjoying it so far. I definitely 
made the right choice.” 

At the end of the day though, Roach 
said he joined the Ludlow Police Depart- 
ment to help keep the community — and 
his own family — safe.

Business partners step up to rescue Blooms campaign

Americas standing in the world

Call it American exceptionalism or not, 
the American people have always em- 
braced the idea that we live in an ex- 
ceptional country. We are grateful to be 
Americans. We take a lot of pride in our 
country, as we should. Pride and patriotism 
are among America’s greatest strengths. 
Having said that, we need to be clear- 
eyed about our limits. Sometimes we 
tend to think we should always be 
No. 1, no matter what metrics we ap- 
ply. That attitude can lead to arro- 
gance and a lack of interest in the world. 
There are always things we 
can learn from other — countries. 
South Korea’s success in containing the 
COVID-19 pandemic is instructive. The 
U.S. has just over six times the popu- 
lation of South Korea, but we have had 
nearly 300 times as many COVID-19 
cases and nearly 500 times as many 
deaths, according to Johns Hopkins Uni- 


versity data. Other Asian countries have 
also had notable success in containing 
the virus. We could learn from them. 
Recently, the New York Times reported 
on the 2020 Social Progress Index, which 
ranks countries on measures of health, 
safety, nutrition, education, freedom, the 
environment and other factors associated 
with quality of life. It’s a bit of a shock 
that the U.S. comes in 28th. By some 
measures, we are outstanding: Our uni- 
versities are the best in the world, but we 
are No. 91 (out of 163 countries) in ac- 
cess to quality basic education. We have 
the best medical technology, but we are 
No. 97 in access to quality health care. 
By most measures, the U.S. was the un- 
challenged world leader, roughly from the 
end of Word War II to the early years of 
the 21st century. We had a positive, opti- 
mistic vision of our role in the world and 
the importance of our global engagement. 
We built the institutions that created the

In mountain-climbing and life, age is just a number

Hiking has no age limit 

My husband Tom was 59 years old, 
and I was 51 when we began the sport of 
peakbagging. I vividly remember the day 
that I suggested we attempt to climb all 
48 of New Hampshire’s mountain peaks 
that are 4,000 feet — or higher — in the 
White Mountains of New Hampshire. 
Tom insisted that we were far too old to 
attempt such a monumental goal and that 
it would be impossible to complete all of 
them in our lifetime. 

We have since climbed not just all of 
New Hampshire’s 4,000-footers, but all 
of the 4ks in Vermont and Maine as well. 
And we have no intention of stopping 
anytime soon. 

Although we never dreamed that we 
would be embarking on such a physically 
demanding activity in middle age, we’ve 
come to realize that age is just a number, 
and that the mind will quit long before 
the body does. The hike that we took 
three weeks ago with my mom, Madelyn, 
and her fiancé, Herve, proved just that. 

Meet you at the summit 

Two years ago, my mom and Herve 
dropped Tom and I off at Appalachia 
Trailhead in the White Mountains of 
New Hampshire for our three day, 23- 
mile Presidential Traverse backpacking 
trip. The Presi Traverse takes you up and 
over 10 4,000+ foot mountains along the 
Presidential Range. 

The following day, as Tom and 
reached the summit of our third moun- 
tain, I took a chance and dialed my 
mom’s cell phone number. I knew that 
she and Herve were taking the Cog Rail- 
way to the summit of Mt. maser

that day, and I was hoping to be able to 
say hi to her while she was on the sum- 
mit. Also known as the Rock Pile, Mt. 
Washington is the tallest mountain in 
New England, and clearly visible from 
the summit of Mt. Jefferson where Tom 
and I were standing. 

My mom answered her phone. She 
told me that she and Herve were on the 
summit, about to board the train for the 
ride back down. I told her that Tom and I 
were standing on the summit of Mt. Jef- 
ferson, just north of her. She asked the 
train conductor to point out Mt. Jeffer- 
son. A moment later, she said excitedly, 
“T’m looking at Mt. Jefferson now! 

I yelled into my phone, “Can you see 
me, Mom?! I’m waving at you from the 
summit!” 

And I was waving... oh how I was 
waving! At 53 years old, I was waving so 
exuberantly that it felt as though my arm 
would fall off. I was waving even though 
I was fully aware that there was NO 
WAY that my mom could see me from 
the summit of Mt. Washington. But with 
tears in my eyes, I was waving nonethe- 
less. Because we were connected, she 
and I, by those two mountains amidst 
the vast wilderness that surrounded us. 
Mother and daughter, a mountain away, 
but united. She was seeing exactly what I 
see when I climb a mountain. In that mo- 
ment, I knew that the beautiful woman 
who raised me could finally understand 
my love affair with the mountains, and 
why the wilderness sets my soul on fire. 

Since that day, it has been my dream 
to be able to hike up a mountain with my 
mom by my side. 

But how? 

At 75 and 83, how on earth would 
she and Herve be able to navigate the

rocks and roots of a mountain trail? How 
would they manage the elevation? AI- 
though they hike locally and regularly 
walk the streets of their Chicopee neigh- 
borhood, a mountain is a different animal 
altogether. 

However, unwilling to let my dream 
die, I hatched a plan. I picked Mt. Wil- 
lard, a 3.2-mile round trip hike that has 
an “easy to moderate” difficulty rating. 
I bought a couple of lightweight camp 
stools so that they would have something 
to sit on when they needed to rest and 
when we reached the summit. Tom and I 
would carry our larger backpacks so that 
my mom and Herve wouldn’t have to 
carry anything up the mountain. When I 
approached my mom and Herve with my 
plan, they enthusiastically agreed to try. 

Three weeks ago, we all met at the 
Mt. Willard Trailhead in Crawford 
Notch. It was a beautiful fall day. The 
couple insisted on carrying their own

them both. They were standing on a 
2,865-foot mountain that they had just 
climbed! Their first mountain! It was a 
moment that I will never forget. 

This couple accomplished something 
that many people their age will never 
have the opportunity to do. They did it 
in spite of their age. They did it in spite 
of the fact that they had never hiked up 
a mountain before. At 75 and 83 years 
young, they ignored the prevailing atti- 
tude that they shouldn’t. They did it be- 
cause they believed that they could. 

I assumed that this would be a one- 
time thing for my mom and Herve. I nev- 
er dreamed that they would want to hike 
up another mountain. But on the way 
down from the summit of 2,865 foot Mt. 
Willard, Herve asked, “So do you think 
there’s a 4,000-footer that we could do?” 

Peace, friends — and hike on!

Moderator, District School Committee- 
man, Justice of the Peace, and, from 1831 
through 1836 represented Ludlow in the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 

There are some heroes interred in the 
Ludlow Center Cemetery who paid the 
ultimate sacrifice for their country. Hen- 
ry A. Hubbard was an attorney who en- 
listed on Oct. 16, 1861 as a captain. He 
was commissioned into Company I of the 
27th Massachusetts Infantry Regiment. 
Captain Hubbard died in the service of 
his country at Roanoke Island, N.C., Feb. 
12, 1862, at age 25. Captain Hubbard’s 
monument was at risk of falling over and 
has recently been professionally repaired. 

Another hero among those at Cen- 
ter Street is William R. Miller. There is 
a cenotaph inscription for William R. 
Miller, who died serving as an enlisted 
pulot in the 173rd Liaison Squadron. On 
July 25, 1945, he and a civilian passen- 
ger, Miss Elizabeth Ann Richardson, 
was a member of the USO and had been 
called to Paris to attend an important 
meeting on short notice. SSgt Miller 
gladly offered to give her a ride. Short- 
ly after taking off the plane crashed and 
caught fire while trying to avoid low 
clouds. 

Both Miller and Richardson were 
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post-World War II international order. 
But from Vietnam forward through 
Iraq and Afghanistan, we _ learned 
some of the constraints on our power. 
These challenges prompted us to re-ex- 
amine our role in the world. Grad- 
ually, we accepted the costs as well 
as the benefits of being No. 1. The 
question arose: Did we really want 
to be the world’s leader in all things? 
The issue of America’s role in_ the 
world — what it is, and what it should 
be — is the central question in U.S. for- 
eign policy. My sense is that we should 
play a prominent leadership role in 
world affairs, recognizing we should 
actively engage in the world, that our

killed instantly. 

Richardson is buried in the Norman- 
dy American Cemetery and SSegt Miller 
is buried in the row behind her. 

The cemetery is rich with history 
and heritage from veterans who fought 
in wars from the Revolution to the Civ- 
il War and World War II. The volunteers 
meet every Wednesday and will continue 
to clean and repair the stones at Center 
Street as weather permits.

High school play continues as 
high-risk communities emerge

REGION - It is clear to many 
MIAA official, school admuinistra- 
tions, and athletic directors, that the 
Fall 1 season was not going to be 
without hiccups. 

Already, a few student-athletes 
have tested positive for the corona- 
virus, and the bubble of Springfield 
teams have had to shut down their 
sports due to Springfield remaining 
high-risk for multiple weeks in a 
row. 

But more locally, a few commu- 
nities have reacted to being in the 
‘red” differently. 

Belchertown, widely known 
now to have stricter guide- 
lines for athletics than other 
communities, has now had to 
postpone a number of games 
scheduled against neighboring 
Amherst Regional High School. 
Amherst is in a Hampshire “bub- 
ble” league with Belchertown, 
South Hadley, and Granby among 


their opponents. While other 
schools within the bubble are con- 
tinuing to play against Amherst, 
now in its second consecutive 
week of being a high-risk commu- 
nity for COVID-19, Belchertown 
will not allow Amherst to come to 
Belchertown, and will not travel 
there until Amherst is no longer a 
high-risk community. 

The decision not to play 
Amherst was made by the school 
department on advice from 
Belchertown’s health director. 
However, the Board of Health 
has not made any orders dictating 
how Belchertown High School 
approaches issues with sports, 
including the ban on spectators for 
the time being. 

Another community in the high- 
risk category 1s Holyoke. Holyoke 
High School has been classified as 
high-risk for two weeks as of Oct.

Drug Take Back Day, Oct. 23 


REGION — After a half-year hiatus 
due to the pandemic, Drug Take Back 
Day is back next Saturday, Oct. 23. 

Between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m., com- 
munity members can drive up to one of 
the 16 drop-off locations in Hampshire 
and Franklin counties and the town of 
Athol and give their unused, unwanted 
and expired drugs to a law enforcement 
officer without getting out of their cars. 

More than 57,000 pounds have been 
collected since 2011. 

“Over the years, we have heard 
many stories from people who were 
grateful to have a place to finally dis- 
pose of their drugs safely. Sometimes 
they had been saving them for years af- 
ter a loved one’s death, knowing it was 
not safe to simply throw them away or 
flush them down the toilet,’ Northwest- 
ern District Attorney David Sullivan 
said. 

All prescription and non-prescrip- 
tion, vitamins and non-prescription 
drugs will be accepted and can remain 
in their original containers with labels. 
Liquids, syringes, IV equipment or che- 
motherapy drugs cannot be accepted.

16, but teams other than West Springfield 
have continued to play against them.

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More women becoming 
primary financial providers 


In 2018, Prudential surveyed 
more than 3,000 Americans between 
the ages of 25 and 70 for its “Financial 
Wellness Census.” The survey indicat- 
ed that 54 percent of women are the 
primary breadwinners in their family, 
while 30 percent are married bread- 
winners who are producing more than 
half of their household income. This 
marks an increase from 2015, when 
the Center for American Progress 
found 42 percent of women were sole 
or primary breadwinners — bringing 
in at least half of their families’ earn- 
ings.

HOLYOKE/WESTFIELD — Westfield 
State University and Holyoke Commu- 
nity College have partnered to create an 
affordable pathway for Latinx Studies 
students holding an associate degree who 
want to earn their bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees.

“This partnership highlights the 
university’s commitment to facilitating 
accessible and affordable degree options 
for all individuals.” 

With a student population that is 
more than 25 percent Hispanic/Latinx, 
HCC is a federally recognized Hispanic 
Serving Institution. The College intro- 
duced its Latinx Studies major in fall 
2019 and is the only community college 
in Massachusetts that offers one. 

“Holyoke Community College’s di- 
versity is one of its greatest strengths,” 
said HCC President Christina Royal, 
Ph.D. “We are always exploring new 
pathways through which our students 


can continue their education toward re- 
warding careers while becoming more 
active and engaged citizens.
